Based on staffs recommendation, Member Robinson moved to grant the request to surrender 
from GTECH USA, LLC. Member Gould seconded the motion. The Board approved the 
motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

Patriot Gaming & Electronics, Inc. Supplier License Renewal 

Based on our review and staffs investigation, Member Robinson moved to approve the 
renewal of the Supplier License of Patriot Gaming & Electronics, Inc. for a period of four 
years, expiring in December 2019, and approve the following as Key Persons: Mark E. 
Komorowski and Mark C. Nocco. Member Alejandre seconded the motion. The Board 
approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

OCCUPATIONAL LICENSEE ITEMS (Approval and Denials)

occupational licenses. Member Robinson seconded the motion. The Board approved the 
motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

OCCUPATIONAL LICENSEE ITEMS (Requests for Hearing and Requests to Reapply) 

Based on our review and Staffs recommendation, Member Alejandre moved to deny the 
requests for Hearing from John Constantino and Travis Thomas as the requests did not 
comply with the requirements of Board Rule 405. Member Gould seconded the motion. The 
Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

COMPLAINTS & DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS 

Anthony Frank Ficke (Occupational licensee level 3) 

Based on Staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Robinson moved to issue a 
disciplinary complaint to revoke the occupational license of Anthony Frank Ficke, due to 
conduct which resulted in his discharge as an employee of Harrah's Casino in Joliet, said 
action to take effect 21 days from the date of service of the Complaint, unless an Answer to 
the Complaint is filed within that time frame pursuant to Board Rule 1125. Member Gould 
seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 
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Patrick D. Wadlow (Occupational licensee level 3) 

Based on Staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Gould moved to issue a 
disciplinary complaint to revoke the occupational license of Patrick D. Wadlow, due to his 
failure to update the Board regarding his criminal history, said action to take effect 21 days 
from the date of service of the Complaint, unless an Answer to the Complaint is filed or a 
fine of $500 is paid within that time frame pursuant to Board Rule 1125. Member Alejandre 
seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

Sonya M. Dedeaux (Occupational licensee level 2) 

Based on Staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Robinson moved to issue a 
disciplinary complaint to revoke the occupational license of Sonya M. Dedeaux, due to her 
theft of personal objects of casino employees, said action to take effect 21 days from the 
date of service of the Complaint, unless an Answer to the Complaint is filed within that 
time frame pursuant to Board Rule 1125. Member Gould seconded the motion. The Board 
approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote 

Iris M. Ignacio (Occupational licensee level 2) 

Based on Staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Gould moved to issue a 
disciplinary complaint suspending the occupational license of Iris M. Ignacio for a period 
of 30 days, due to her failure to update the Board regarding her criminal history and her 
violation of Board Rules, said action to take effect 21 days from the date of service of the 
Complaint, unless an Answer to the Complaint is filed within that time frame pursuant to 
Board Rule 1125. Member Alejandre seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion 
unanimously by roll call vote. 

In re: the Disciplinary Action of Daniel Pollworth DC-15-09: 

Pursuant to Board Rule 1155, Member Alejandre moved to issue a Final Board Order 
adopting the Administrative Law Judge’s Order and Finding of Default dated November 4, 
2015 and affirming the Board's $500 fine issued to Occupational Licensee Daniel Pollworth 
as set forth in DC-15-09. Member Robinson seconded the motion. The Board approved the 
motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

Other Investigation, Complaints and Disciplinary Actions 

Delaware North request to the Illinois Gaming Board for a wagering tax refund 

Based on Staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Robinson moved to deny Owner 
Licensee Delaware North's request for a wagering tax refund and delegate to the 
Administrator the authority to issue a notice of denial. Member Alejandre seconded the 
motion. The Board approved the motion by a 3-0 roll call vote. Member Gould abstained from 
voting.
